The Dachess De Berri 

A little to the mght of the door which 
leads trom the cabinet of Lours PaILLirre 
into the grand salon of the palace of the 
Luxembourg, at Parie, there hung a few 
years ago a miniature portrait o/ a beauti- 
ful young girl. The picture was painted 
by Pau VERELAY in 1819, and was con- 
sidered at that time a good likeness of the 
Princess Manure Caxouing of Naples, 
danghter of Francis 1, and wife of the 
Duke de Bennt, whom she bad but just 
then married. She was in her twenty-first 
year, a favorite at court, as well as a popu- 
lar idol, Six months later, on the night 
of the 13th of February, 1820, the sunshine 
ol her lite was crossed by a fearful shad. 
ow. The Duke de Bernt, her husband, 
was not a handsome or gifted, but a good. 
natured, person, and, though they had 


| been married by proxy, they lived happily 


together, and are believed to have loved 
one another. They were at the Italian 
opera. Between the acts the Duchess lett 
her box to visit the box of a friend, re- 
turning she was accidentally hurt by a door 
which flew open suddenly as she passed 
her husband conveyed her to her carriage 
placed her within it, and turned to re-en- 
ter the house. As he did so, he felt a sharp 
blow upon his right side. It was the blow 
of an assassin, and it was enough. He 
died a few hours later, and the young 
widow was left with a daughter two years 
old, and a son who was born after the 
Duke's death. This latter, the Duke de 
BorpEavcx, is known as the Duke de 
CHAMBOURD, and ts regarded to this day 
by the Legitimists of France as the rightful 
heir to the throne. 

The Duchess was inconsolable and re- 
mained for yearsin retirement. But in 
the revolutions that succeeded she was 
forced to playa part. Cmaries X., the 
grandfather of her son, abdicated in his 
tavor. Lours Parmurrre and the Orlean 
ista, however, held possession. Eleven 
years bad passed by. The lad was believed 
to be the choice of Paris. It was now 
1831. The ambitious mother was still 
voung and beautiful, and resolved 
upon an expedition which, had it been 
successful, would have made her the 
greatest heroine of France,and did as it 
was make her very famous foratime. Her 
lather, the King of Naples, refusing her 
assistance, she repaired to the little court 
of Mara, where she was cordially received 
and whence she organized her purposed 
wvasion of France. Everthing was bright 
and hopetul. The news from Paris repre- 
sented'the cause of Locis Patu.irre as 
waning. She had only to appear with the 
standard of the Legitamists and receive the 
homage of the nation. A number of young 
nobles surrounded ber and she set sail on 
the 27th of March. She landed at Mar- 
seilles three days later and planted the 
white standard of Bourbon upon the tower 
of St. Laurent.

As the whole thing is under- 
stood to be cut and dried, one is led to 
wonder why any discussion need be had 
atall. Why discuss a foregone conclusion 
before a packed court? Turning over this 
vexed question the mind wanders off in 
vain search for an answer to find itself 
confronted everywhere by the evil work- 
ing of the judicial system which admits 
of such h shameless and perspectively dan- 
gerous condition as that in which this great 
tribunal) is involved at the present time. 
The contemplation of the scene must be 
full of foreboding to every thoughifal 
looker-on. 

So many personal and public interests 
of vital importance rest upon the decis. 
ions of courts of justice, that guarantees of 
stability have always been considered es. 
sential features of every well-regulated 
judicial system. important as this feature 
is to the proper administration of justice 
in the interior courts, it is of far greater im- 
portance when considered with reterence 
to courts of final resort. Here its value 
can hardly be over-estim ated; for beyond 
these higher courts there is no remedy for 
errors, and in them are established those 
general principles which insure uniform- 
ity In the decisions of the lower courts. 
and which announce what the lew is. 

It is strange that, among the many 
wise provisions ot the Constitution of the 
United States to insure the independence 
and integrity of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, this one all-important feature should 
have been neglected. It is bard ta believe 
that it was overlooked by the framers of 
the Constitution, and we are rather in- 
clined to attribute the omission to an ex- 
co-s of confidence in the honesty of the 
other branches of the Government. Prob. 
ably, in the primitive days of honest pat- 
rictiem, it was never imagined that the 
President of the United Staies would enter 
into a collusion with Congrese to pack the 
bench of the Supreme UCourt to carry a 
party measure. But, whatever may have 
been the cause of the omission, this def 
in the federal judicial system exists, 
unless it is remedied in some way, it may 
lead to very disastrous consequences. 

The Constitution of the United States 
only declares, in general terms, that there 
shall be a Supreme Court, with certain 
original and appellate powers, and leaves 
the organization of the court to the discre- 
tion of Congress. This puts itin the pow- 
er ol Congress to expand the court at 
pleasure, by increasing the number of 
judges, and it the President and the Senate 
happen to agree on apy measure, the con- 
stitutionality of which they desire to have 
affirmed, there is little difficulty in shap- 
ing the court to the accomplishment of 
that purpose. Aside from the temptation 
to corruption, in buying up judicial opin- 
ions with appointments to the office of 
judge, the mere possibility of stocking the 
court with men of preconceived though 
honest opinions on pending cases, is calcu- 
lated to engender a dangerous distrust in 
the stability of this important department 
of the Government.

THE IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 


A White Man Shot by a Negro. 

A reliable and intelligent gen(leman informs 
ns that the negroes atandin the vicinity of 
Charlestown, Clark county, indiana, bave 
formed es military company and have been 
drilling for some time past on the hills near 
Charlestown with shot-guns and muskets. 
The arms are sald to belong to the old white 
Union League. On Tuesday night in Charies- 
town one of the negroes was returniag home 
‘at 114 o’clock, when be was met by two 
white men, Clarence Daniels and Berry Mc- 
Comb. Some words passed, and finally a 
quarrel ensued, which resuitedin the negro 
drawing bis shot-gun and firing on Daniels, 
three bocksbot taking effect in Daniels’ leg. 
Our informant states that Daniela and Mc- 
Comb were only joking with the negro, and 
that he grew impudent and imeuliing, from 
whence the quarrel arose. The officers of 
Clark county will certainly look iio the 
matter and take eteps to prevent the gather- 
ing of armed men io this hostile manner. 


Persistent Incendiaries. 

On Sunday a novel succession of fires, sup- 
posed to be the work of one or more incen- 
diaries, occurred at the drug-store of J. HL. 
Barnard, corner of Fourth end Green sirects, 
St. Louls. No fewer than five fires, says the 
Times of that city, broke out on the Sabbath 
in the building mevtioned; and to show how
